Dr. A. A. Moss has kindly tested the male figure and Dr. Plenderleith has allowed 
his letter relating to it, to accompany the lot. Dr. Moss’s analysis which is based on 
a very small sample from the neck, makes the percentage figures after the decimal

The first mention of figures is in the Worcester Factory Sale Advertisement of 
- December, 1769, quoted by Nightingale, p. Ixxix (though none were actually sold). 
But in her diary of August, 1771, Mrs. Powys describes the making of figures after a 
visit to the factory, and another Anonymous diarist confirms her account in October 
of the same year, vide Notes and Queries, 1917, p. 106. 

Modern research starts with Eccles and Rackham, Analysed Specimens of English 
Porcelain, 1922, pp. 19, 35, with which the above analysis by Dr. Moss should be 
compared. This is followed by William King’s article, Worcester Porcelain Figures 
in the Connoisseur, June, 1923 (vol. LXVI, no. 262, p. 67) illustrating the Dyson 
Perrins, Hutton and Eccles figures, and the same authority, English Porcelain 
Figures of the 18th Century, pl. 5, fig. 61. For future literature on the subject, see 
Trapnell Catalogue, no. 145 and 459 ; Hobson, Frank Lloyd Catalogue, pl. 84; Trans. 
E.P.C., no. 3, 1931; Trans. E.C.C., vol. 2, 1934, containing the important find by 
Perrins and Elliot of the figure in the Nash drawing ; Stieglitz Catalogue (Chicago), 
Bo, 141; pl.
